1, GENERAL SITUATION. There is a possibility that YUGOSLAVIA may 

unilaterally Initiate a coup d'etat in ALBANIA at any time, with 
the intent of making ALBANIA a Yugoslav satellite. CIA operations 
in ALBANIA continue as provided in present BGFI8ND planning, includ- 
in normal expansion visualised thereunder. In the event of such a 
unilateral coup, CIA east be prepared to take appropriate action. 

This plan sets forth action to be taken under the following assump- 
tions, 

2. ASSUMPTIONS. 

a. Basic . decision has been made just prior to issuance of this 

plan that expansion of US - British covert operations In 
ALBANIA solely in anticipation of a Yugoslav unilateral coup 
is not warranted, but that US and UK should be prepared at any 
time with all available means to prevent ALBANIA from becoming 
a Yugoslav satellite through a unilaterally-inspired Yugoslav 
coup. (Thus, BGFIfND assets plus any additional assets created 
to carry out any other new plans in ALBANIA (such as preparation 
for a multilateral coup) will be available,) 

b. Specific , 

(1) YUGOSLAVIA initiated a unilateral coup in ALBANIA on 
X-Day. 

(2) By X / 2 it is apparent that the success of the coup is 
dependent upon the commitment of US and UK clandestine 
service assets in support of the coup, 

(3) On X / 2, in accordance with plans prepared in advance, 

US and UK reached a mutual agreement with YUGOSLAVIA that: 

(a) ALBANIA under the new coup regime would be free and 

independent. 

(b) US, UK, and YUGOSLAVIA will simultaneously recognize 

tiie new regime when success is assured. 

(e) US and UK 
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(c) US and UK will assist YUGOSLAVIA with all available 
covert mans in poshing the coup to a successful 
completion, 

MISSION, CIA, in coordination with British and Yugoslav clandestine 
services, renders all possible covert assistance to assure success 
of the coup. As a corollary, CIA undertakes all possible covert 
action to guard against liberated ALBANIA’S becoming a Yugoslav 
satellite. 

Under supervision of Chief, SI Division* 

a. Senior Representative, ATHENS , prepares at the earliest practicable 

date, and maintains up-to-date lists of all CIA assets which 
should be utilised to assist in the success of a unilateral 
Yugoslav-inspired coup, together with a flexible plan for pos- 
sible employment. This list and plan to be periodically cleared 
with and approved by CI'< Headquarters, He also prepares de- 
tailed plans for employment of such limited assets as may be 
available to guard against liberated ALBANIA becoming a Yugo- 
slav satellite, ?hese plans are periodically reviewed and 
approved by Headquarters CIA, In the absence of other over- 
riding emergencies, virtually all CIA assets aimed at targets 
in ALBANIA should be considered available for the purposes 
set forth above, 

b. The Senior Representative, BELGRADE, is kept informed as to the 

provisions of the above plans. Upon notification by Chief, 

SB, that agreements referred to in paragraph 2 b above have been 
effected, the Senior Representative, ATHENS, through the Senior 
Representative, BELGRADE, contacts Yugoslavian clandestins 
services and directa employment of CIA assets in support of the 
coup, coordinating as necessary and appropriate with Yugoslavian 
clandestins servios. He concerts action with British repre- 
sentatives ATHENS, 

a. Plans to assist the coup (paragraph 3 above) should contemplate 
rapid commitment of the following CIA assets* 

(1) Immediate establishment of effective liaison with field 
headquarters of the eoup to assure coordination in em- 
ployment of CIA assets and assure ell possible US influence 
on coup headquarters' decisions. 

(2) Arms and eqiupownt on hand In GREECE and in TRIPOLI as 

required, 

(3) Surfacing, expansion, and coordinated employment of inter- 
nal PM assets in ALBANIA.

to. Plans to guard against liberated ALBANIA becoming a Jugoslav 
satellite ( paragraph 3 above) should include the following 
measures* 

(1) Maintaining best possible intelligence as to Yugoslav 
and ooup leaders intentions concerning the Independence 
Of ALBANIA. 

(2) Baaed on (1) above, all practical measures to discredit 
or eliminate leaders endeavoring to make the new govern- 
ment a Yugoslav satellite. 
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
